About 11, his Majefty having put off his Royal Robes, returned to the Ca- 
ftte with the fame Train that attended him to the Church; after which he di- 
ned in public under a magnificent Canopy in the Great Hall; the Cardinal de 
Schrottenbach, the Pope’s Nuncio, the Venetian Ambaflador and our Archbi- 
fhop, being at his Table, whicii was plac’d in the Middle of 12 others, where 
the States of the Kingdom were treated with the utmoft Splendor. 

At the Beginning of the Repaft, his Imperial Majefty put off his Crown. It
